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The Holiday Books. 


The production of new holiday books has not 
been so extensive this season as in previous years, 
but there are, nevertheless, a few new American il- 
lustrated volumes, prepared especially for gift-books, 
and quite a number of new things have been import- 
ed. There are also the sumptuous issues of other 
years to fall back wpon, so that there need be ro 
dearth of books, if only there be buyers. We are 
inclined to think, as we have before said, that 
the outlook for holiday business, notwithstand- 
ing the general feeling of depression, is by no 
means bad. What the other trades, such as the 
jewelry and dry goods, lose, the book and stationery 
trade is likely to gain, by the necessitated econ- 
omy in purchasing Christmas gifts. Those who 
would have bought a bracelet or a dress, ; will con- 
fine themselves to a book, and it only needs a good 
stock in the book stores, especially of attractive 
goods of moderate price, and energetic salesmen, 
to secure an excellent trade. The number of fine 
volumes relating to art produced in this country, 
as well as imported from abroad, is, in its yearly 
increase, a happy proof of the growth of art cul- 
ture in America. Below we have endeavored to 
give as nearly complete a summary as can be set 
forth within our limits, of the books of the year 
especially suited for holiday gifts, beth to grown 
folks and the little ones. Our last advice to the 
retail trade is, that while they buy cautiously and 
with judgment, they must not allow their caution 
to prevent their laying in good salable stocks. 
The Christmas trade is likely to be late and pre- 
cipitate thi: year, and the goods must be in hand 
in time, and, let us add, kept before people’s eyes, 
And so “amerry ’’——aad busy—* Christmas to all ”’ 
and a happy New Year’s settling. 





D. AppLeton & Co, have quite outdone their 
previous successful efforts in American holida 
books, with their sumptuous edition of the “ Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream.” In the scores of i!lus- 
trations in tint, the well-known artist, Alfred 
Fredericks, has done the best work that has yet 
come fzom his skilled pencil. The use of the tint 
gives a rich, soft effect to the designs, which show 
a surprising versatility of fancy in using all the 
varied opportunity afforded by the text of th's 
master-piece of fairy literature. They are both 
careful and spirited, and to to be enjoyed alike by the 
public at large and the most critical connois- 
seurs. ‘The price is, in cloth, $7.50; morocco, $12. 
They have also two fine new imported volumes, 
Lacroix’s “* Manners, Customs, and Dress durin: 
the Middle Ages,” to match his previous well- 
known work, with fifteen chromo prints and above 
four hundred engravings on wood, half morocco, 
$12, and Aime Humbert’s great work on “ Japan 
and the Japanese,” with over two hundred superb 
illustrations, the finest book on that interesting 
country that has yet been produced. 


CasseL1, Petter & Galpin have several hand- 
some lines of quite new gitt books. “A Book of 
air Women” is a handsome volume with forty full- 
page wood cats, accompanied by selected poems, 
$3.00. “H Jf Hours with Early Explorers,” a 


most fascinating volume, and “ Beasts of the Field 
and the Forest,” a book of familiar and pleasing de- 
scription, are both in extra gilt cloth, small quarto, 
profusely illustrated, and very attractive, $2.50. 
“ Chapters on Trees” is a popular book of 
permanent value ; its full page cuts of all the pro- 
minent varieties of trees are of exquisite art, $2.50 
“Soldier and Patriot,” by F. M. Owen, is said to 
be the best brief biography of George Washing- 
ton yet written ; illustrated, $1.75.

CARTER Bros. new holiday book, ‘‘ Songs of 
the Soul,” mentioned elsewhere in this number, 
is one of the most beautiful productions of the 
season, faultlessly printed, and bound in excellent 
taste. It compares favorably with the best 
English book-making. The name of the com- 
piler, Samuel Irenzeus Prime, vouches for the 
superior merit of the selections, which are chiefly 
made from the favorite modern poets. The book 
contains a fine portrait of Dr. Prime. Cloth, $5; 
morocco, $9 Of course the Carters have their 
usual array of first-class juvenile books. 


CLAXTON, REMSEN & HAFFELFINGER, Phila- 
delphia.—T wo new juveniles have just been issued 
by this firm, “‘ Birdie and his Fairy Friends,” by 
Margaret T. Canby, and “Uncle Grandesir’s 
Matches,” a fairy tale from the French of Madame 
la Baronne E. Martineau des Chesnez. Bo h books 
are freely illustrated. 


Dopp & MEAD call special attention to the new 
edition of Hartwig’s popular and valuable books 
on natural science, “The Sea and its Won- 
ders,” and “ The Tropical World,” which they 
are hereafter to publish in America. These 
attractive volumes, which have heretofore been 
imported, will now be offered in new and bril- 
liant American binding, at $6.00, and ought to sell 
widely this year, with their lavish illustrations and 
readable while instructive text. Jessup’s new

He excelled also in landscapes, 
and, having been a great traveller, few landscape 
painters have exhibited more variety in their sub- 
jects, and in’ the effects bestowed upon them. 
Some of the best samples of both styles are given 
in the present volume. Another volume, resem- 
bling the foregoing in character, and also in style 
of manufacture, is promised shortly. It is “Gems 
from Shakespeare,” by Robert Smirke. Most of 
this artist’s pictures were painted for the engravers, 
and were consequently more celebrated for their 
designs than for their coloring, in which they are 
said to have been deficient.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF JOHN STUART MILL, 
(Henry Holt & Co.) The most remarkable feature 
of this remarkable book is the peculiar and, we are 
glad to think, exceptional method of education it 
sets forth. If every parent, influenced by the ex- 
ample in point, adopted it in the hope of turning 
out numerous other John Stuart Mills, it could not 
but be pernicious in its effects. We therefore put 
Ina plea for the innocents, trusting that in these 
days of too much education, Mr. Mill’s theory— 
that few human characteristics are innate, but the 
result of circumstance and education—will not find 
universal support. Mr, Mill was educated by his 
father, a stern and unwearying taskmaster, and 


went Faye a course of training which, to the , $4. 
minds, could lead to only the most } 


majority o 


disastrous results, He says he does not remem- 


ber when he began Greek, but was fo/d it was 
when he was three years old. At seven he read 
Latin, and before his tenth year had mastered 
Virgil and Horace, the Iliad and Odyssey, the 
plays of Sophocles and Euripides, Aristotle’s 
Rhetoric, and had read Robertson’s histories, 
Hume and Gibbon, and a whole library of addi- 
tional works equally profound and formidable, 
while his eleventh and twelfth years were occupied 
in writing a Constitutional History of the Roman 
Government. And so on from one wonderful 
progress to another, until, at twenty, he is the 
associate of the most cultivated minds and the 
deepest thinkers of the age. His father remained 
his teacher and guide all through these early years, 
urging him on to tasks unfitted to his tender age, 
relentlessly crushing his esthetic tastes and poeti- 
cal yearnings. The picture he presents of his 
father is a striking and masterly one ; indeed, the 
most elaborately written portion of the book is 
that devoted to the analysis of Mr. James Mill’s 
character. We cannot but regret that a more 
minute delineation of his wife’s mental and per- 
sonal attributes is not also given. While he 
offers to her memory one of the most touching 
tributes ever accorded a woman, he seems pur- 
posely to hurry over the story of their married life, 
and leaves a greedy public disappointed and un- 
satisfied, A noticeable point offered us in this 
autobiography is the seeming paradox of his 
life. We see him giving the fruits of his 
best years, and all the choicest gifts of his 
mind, to the amelioration of the condition of 
his kind, and yet, excepting his wite, we do 
not find him in sympathy—that is, daily, homely, 
human sympathy—with one of God's creatures. 
Numerous friendships, such as consist in intellec- 
tual sympathy on the interchange of ideas, are re- 
corded, but not a single instance is given in which 
the warm loving heart of a man shines paramount. 
We think, even to the most ardent admirers of 
John Stuart Mill, this autobiography will prove 
disappointing. His ever critical view of his him- 
self and his writings, his constant dwelling upon 
his mental development and dissection of his feel- 
ings, wears upon one gradually, and though one is 
forced to acknowledge his appreciation of himself 
and his work is in the main a singularly just one, 
his egotism is so apparent, his goodness and great- 
ness so appalling, that the book, at least in the 
common-place mind of the reviewer, is finished 
with a dreary sigh of relief. It is to be regretted 
that a life so noble in its aims has so little in its 
every day surroundings to appeal to the love and 
imagination of the mass of humanity. Few will do 
otherwise than award him the full measure of his 
just deserts, as one of the most advanced and 
most liberal thinkers of the century; but to many 
others, apparently less noble, will be yielded a 
love, a kindly tender remembrance, he fails by his 
own telling to inspire.

“* In these days, ten ordinary histories of kings and 
courtiers were well exchanged against the tenth 
part of one good history of booksellers.” 


A MOST remarkable exhibition is just opened at 
Berlia, in the middle room of the Royal Library, 
containing one copy of all printed publications, 
books, pamphlets, pictures, etc., relating to the 
German-French war. The collection is not only 
rich, but probably complete, for immediately aiter 
the declaration of war King William ordered com- 
mittees to be appointed in almost every impor- 
tant place, and any publication of this kind, irre- 
spective of cost, to be bought by them.

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Sunday-School Books—The Ladies’ Com- 
mission. 


The organization of the ladies’ commission in 
Boston to read and characterize books intended 
for Sunday-schools, rejecting those that fall below 
a certain standard, or are in any way objectionable, 
was a movement which has already resulted to 
good purpose. A recent report gives interesting 
tacts, some of which should interest our readers. 
The commission is connected especially with the 
Unitarian denomination, but its work aims at 
catholic breadth. 

“ The commission has pursued its work steadily 
for the past year, the aim being to know and re- 
port on every book published for children or 
young persons during the year. The hope of ob- 
taining all such books from the publishers has 
proved vain. It is hardly'worth their while to 
send large packages of books, of which but a very 
small proportion can be approved. But several of 
our largest publishing houses have never failed to 
respond promptly and cordially to any call from us. 

‘“* By anarrangement with Messrs Lee & Shepard, 
we are supplied by them with all books that they 
think of interest to us, and for the past year we 
have subscribed to the Literary World and the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, which profess to notice 
all new publications. By the use of these for the 
next year, and the careful notice of the book 
criticisms of the daily journals, we hope that no 
book which could possibly fall within the limits 
of our work may escape our notice, 

** While including in our catalogue a very wide 
range in subject and style, we have always been 
carelul to exclude sensational books of every de- 
scription, feeling very strongly that such reading, 
objectionable at all times, is peculiarly so to the 
class for whom we are working. 

“We have met more than once both approval 
and objeccion on this score, but the arguments 
used against such exclusion, such as the popularity 
oi such books, and their use in cultivating a taste 
tor reading, have seemed to us applicable to cir- 
culating and public libraries, rather than to Sun- 
day-school libraries, for which alone we attempt to 
provide in our regular work.
